Subeequently it waa found 
where ehe had concealed it, with part 
of the eontenta still in it.

Rbe bad re- 
sided in Texas until a few months 
ago, and had only recently returned 
from a visit to Knoxville, Tenn. 

Coroner I'helps held an inquest 
this morning at lo o'clixk. and tbe 
verdict of the jury was that the de- 
ceased came lo her death from an 
overdose of morphine. It did aot 
attempt to aettle tha faeaUaa of 
auicide.
